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The Tryal and Examination of a late Libel, in- 
tituled, "A. New Teſt of the Church of England's Loyalty. 


With ſome RefleQions upon the Additional Libel, intituled, 
An Inſtance of the Church of England's Loyalty. 


HE Church of England has of late years eſpecially been 

on the charitable ſide towards the Papiſts, and has allow- 

. ed them ro he Chriſtians and not Anti:zChriſtians, nay to 
be a true Church and not the Synagogue of Satan ; and 
ſeemed to have utterly forgotten the two fundamental points of Po- 
, That Hereticks areto be purſued with” Fire and Sword, which was 
determined by the Lateran Council, under Innocent the Third, and 
conſcientiouſly practiſed ever fince ; And that Faith # not to be kept 
with Hereticks, which the Council of Conftance determined.-in the 
caſe of Fobn Huſs,and Ferome of Prague: And in this exceſs of Cha- 
rity which hopeth all things and believeth- all things, they have 


hoped againſt hope, and have exerciſed ſtrong afts of Faith where no 


Faith is,neither have they had any apprehenſions of being deſtroy- 
ed, but rather of. being ſaved and protected with Fire and Sword. 
But-findingin great meaſure their Charity miſtaken, to the end that 
all their diſappointments may ſeem -juſt upon them, they are pre- 
ſently taxed with Dfloyalry. So «£/ops Lamb, when ſhe was tobe 
eaten, was charged by the Wolf for muddying the upper part of 
the ſtream which was far above her. In Vindication therefore ofthe 
Chureh of England, and to ſhew her innocency in this poinr,I ſhall 
examine this new Teſt of the Church of England's Loyalty, where 
ſhe is tried and caſt, weighed in the Balance and found light, bur, 
to our-comfort, it is by deceitfull weights and meaſures. 

The firſt device is to pretend, © That the Church of England 
© appropriate to themſelves alone the principles of true Loyalty, 
** and that no- other Church or Communion on earth can be con- 
** ſiſtent with Monarchy, or indeed with any Government. This 
* isa prefumption of ſo high a-nature, that it renders the Church 
« of Wagons a deſpicable Enemy to the reſt of mankind. 

To which T-anſfiver, That the Church. of England's here repre- 
ſented by that which-is the true Character of the Church of Rome, 
which has all along 'been a known Engroſfſer. Which pretends to 
have all Faith, and all -Holineſs, > Tn have all Heaven to her 

ſelf,

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ſelf, and pretending to have the Keys of it, will ſuffer noneother - 


tocome thither. ©» Whereas the Church of England allows, not on- 
ly-that all Proteſtants have true Faich and true Loyalty-as well as 
ſhe, and the ſame Faith and oye by as appears by the Harmo- 
ny of their Confeſſions, but alſo rat Pagans. are capable of moral 
vertue, ſuch as Loyalty is, and have heretofore been great exam- 
ples of it. . Many of them have lookt upon themſelves as not born 
for themſelves, but for their Country, and were ſtrift obſervers of 
the Laws And it is well known, that Socrates in particular had 
that Reverence for the Laws, that though he was put upan-it by 
his Friends, yet he wo-uld*not break them to fave his Life, © Hu 
Bones and Sinews, as his words are in Plato's Phzdo, could eafily 
have carried him into a Foreign Country, but he would not ſuffer 
them to do it. And therefore this Author, in ſaying that the 
Church of England averrs, © That no other Set or Community 
* on Earth from the Riſing to the Setting Sun can be capable 
* of this fingular gift of Loyalty z betrays his malice and ignorance 
together, and plainly ſhews, that though he make new 'Teſts of 
Loyalty, yet he does not know what Loyalty is. 

The word Lal is a Term of Law, and is indifferently applied 
ta things as well as Perſons. So a Loyal Judgment .is a Judgment 
according to Law, and is oppoſed to a falſe Judgment. A-Loyal 
contract is a lawfull bargain. A Man buys-an Horſe in a Marker, 
and then he has a Loyal Title, a Legal Title to him. . So again, a 
Perſon behaves himſelf according to Law, and obſerves the Laws 
of the Land, and then he is a Loyal Man, he is Leg alzs Homo, as a 
Juryman is required to be, that is, ſuch a one as cannot be chal- 
lenged for a Criminal, or a breaker of the Laws. And in caſe a 
Man's Behaviour be according to Law, it is Loya/, whether it re- 
ſpe a Superiour or an Inferiour. Aion neſt autre choſe que Loial 

emand de ſon droit. Anattion is nothing elſe but the Loyal De- 
mand of a Man's Right. Aſirror, p. 115, and p. 122. A Serjeaht 
at Law ſhall not uſe any deceits if his practice, nor conſent to 
them, mes Loyalment maintiendra le droit de ſon Client, 8c. But ſhall 
Lojally maintain. the Right of his Client, ſo that ſc be not over- 
thrown by any folly, negligence, or default of his. 

From hence it follows, that Loyalty can have no other rule or 
meaſure but the Law ; for though ſome Men love to have confuſed 
notions of things, and ſpeak of Loyalty as if ir were a thing in the 
Clouds, nd ſome abftruſe matter over our Heads, yet it appears 
to be a plain thing, and of eaſfie comprehenſion, for it is nothingelſe 
but Conformity to the Laws. The plain Engliſh of Loyalty is —_— 

neſs, 
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dr and it isutterly impoſſible that there ſhould be any other Teſt 
or Touchſtone,any-other meaſure or ſtandard of lawfulneſs but the 
Law itſelf. For if there had” been no Law, as there had been no 
Tranſgreſſion nor Violation of it, ſo there had been no Loyalty 
nor Conformity -to it. And therefore Loyalty againſt Law is a 
contradiction, it is obedience made up of diſobedience. The Law 
is that which makes the King our Liege Lord, and us his Liege Peo- 
ple, and accordingly both Prince and People are mutually ſworn 
to the keeping of it; and our Allegiance binds us to an obedience 
according to Law, and not otherwite. To obey the King himſelf 
contrary to Law is Diſloyalty, and to diſobey the King in obedi- 
ence to the Laws is Loyalty.* If it be not thus, then all che Judges 
of England for theſe 340 Years and upwards, have been all Sworn 
to be Diſloyal. Fox they are ſworn to proceed according to Law, though 
the King by his Letters or Writs under the great Seal, or under the little 
Seal, or by his own mouth ſhould command them the contrary; 2. 18. 20. 
Ed. 3. Forteſc. c. 51. Etiamſi Rex per Literas ſuas aut Ore tenus 
Cofitrarium juſſerir; And ſo in the Court Leer, when we ſwear 
that we will be true Liegemen, and true Faith and Troth bear to our So 
wveraign Lord the King, and that we ſhall no Felony nor Treaſon commit, 
nor thereunto aſſent, and ſhall be obedient to all the K. Majeſties Laws, 
Precepts and Proceſs proceeding from the ſame : It is plain, that we do 
not promiſe any obedience to Precepts or Proceſs which are contra- 
ry to Law, or beſides the Law, and notgrounded.upon it ; No, that 
is no part” of our Allegiance, which you. plainly ſee is /imired to 
the Laws. 
| Now this being the undoubted notion of Loyalty,. how ſhou!d 
the Church of England ever dream of appropriating it to her ſelf, 
ſince obedience to the Laws of their Country has always been prac- 
tiſed innall Nations, by all vertuous men whatſoever ; it being a 
point of common honeſty and juſtice, that men ſhould abide by 
thoſe Laws; which either themſelves or their Proxies have made, 
and to which in one way or another they havegiventheir own con- 
ſent, which always concludes, and is binding to an honeſt Man : 
Only there is one ſort of men in the World, who can never be 
Loyal; becauſe no Man can ſerve two Maſters, thg Government of 
his own Country and the Pope of Rome. They who have a Legil- 
lator abroad to give them new Laws, and a Diſpencer to repeal 
the old ones, can never be true and firm to the Laws of their na- , 
rural Country. Their Lorgy is in Abeyance to the Pope's Laws, 
(which agreed even with the old Laws of Eng/and, bofore the Re- 
formation, like Fire and Water, as Archbiſhop Cranmer proves in his 
| B 2 large 
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large Letter to Q. Mery) and their Allegiance: is- pinned 'upon the 
the Pope's Sleeve. In the mean time the Church of has 
very great reaſon to infiſt upon her Loyalty, becauſe if a man' be 
not a lawfull man, he is defeated of the-benefic of the. Law in many 
caſes : Whereas the members of the Church of Erg/and are able to. 
uſe the old legal exceptions againſt their preſent Accuſers. $ir1, jeo 
ſuy-Loial home, & a. la foy le Roy, &* ceſt provor'eſt felon, &> hors la 
Foy le Roy. Sirs, I am a lawfull man and in Allegiance to the-King,* 
and this Accuſer of mine is a Felon or a Traytor, and never took 
the Oath of Allegiance. And weare ready to joyn iſſue with them. 
upon this point, Whether they or we be the lawfull men; and which 
of us are guilty of High Treaſon again the King and che Realm, 
Felony, Miſprition of Treaſon, Premunire, and are utterly diſa- 
bled by the Law to hold any Office either Civil-or Milicary, .net 
only by the Stavutes made in Q. Elizaberbs time, but. alſo-in the 
Reigns of. King Fames, and of_ King' Charles the-Second: And. 
therefore a$oftgn as we aretaxed in our Loyalty, we fhall only ask 
them, what Laws we Haye broken ? Oc whether it be. We or Tifey 
who hate the Laws of the Land, and are-continually exclaiming: 
againſt chem, and would. blow them up with as good a Will; as 
once they atrempted to blow upall theStates of the Kingdom inthe. 
Parliamenrt-houſe. where thoſe Laws. were made, and for! that very 
reaſon, becauſe thoſe Laws were made: there: See 3 Fac: C. 1. the:Sta» 
tute which is yearly read in our Churches on the 5th. of Ne- 
ember. 
i; Having thus explained the true ſenſe and meaning of Loyalty, it 
1s calierfap every body to apply it, and te juſtifie be mak ops 7 
and's carriage and behaviour, both in her Infancy and new: m ber Old 
Age. (by. the way, old Folks and threatned Folks live. long;)- And 
to ſhew, that it has been» according to the Laws of the Land ; 
which if they had. broken and oppoſed, as the. Papi/bs: have done, 
they might then be charged with Diſloyalty indeed. - But while- 
they continue to keep the Laws, by the Graceof God the. Laws 
will keep them : for 40 long the Law enables-them- toiholdrtheir 
own, they can challenge the. benefit of the Law, they canclainr 
a legal Protection, whichis far better than any which is illegal and 
arbitrary, uncertain and:precarious, and they are-on the berrer ſide 
- of the Hedge of all the Violators of the Law whatſoever. I ſhall 
Not need to. trouble my ſelf with the Remainder of this new- Teſt, 
any otherwiſe than by making ſome very ſhort Notes upon the: 
molt remarkable patlages. ia it.

And 
whereas -Q, Elizabeth is: faid' to. have- been a known Baftard, the 
Church and*Court of Rome knew: the contrary. For they knew 
that her:Mothers Marriage was good; becauſe the former Marriage 
was «5g. wn And' the former. was confelled[y naught, becaule ir 
wanted che Pope's Diſpenſation and Licence, which was boughr 


. witha:mighty ſumm of Money, to make it. good. If it had been 


lawfull in it-ſelf,ic had notneeded the Pope's Diſpenſation.to make ic 
lawful And we are willing to refer it.to all the. World, whether 


the Pope's Difpenſation can make an unlawfull Marriage to be - 
lawfull. 


IE Weare told, .7hat the Prelatick Proteſtancy, called the Church 
of England;. enatted thoſe bloody Canibal Laws, to Hang, Draw, and 
Luarter, the may of the living "God. I ſuppoſe he-meansthe Maſs 
Prieſts. Now theſe Canibal' Laws were made to hang them, not 
as Prieſts, but as Traitors and Traiter-makers. - But I would fain 
ask, Mighe notany Sheep-ſtealer, or Cut-purſe, in Newgate, ex- 
claim againſt Perſecution, and' the bloody Canibal Laws, with a 
much better grace ? Thara Man made.in the Image of -Ged ſhould 
be hanged like a Dog, for ſuch trifles. as a Sheep, or a licde looſe 
Pocket-money ! Whereas the Law of God-on!y required. Forefold 
Reſtitution in; thoſe caſes; and in ſome Countries, Stealing was _

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only lawful but : noevenged as an Accompli .-,But-on 
the other hagd, 3% own Government Tdolatrous Prieſts were 
bepurtodeath. And by«the Law of Nations in-all: Countries

lick Enemy (as by our Law che Pope is to. us, and:/by his Law all . 
Hereticks are declared to be to him) are all to be hanged up. 

And then'as for the Maſs Prieſts being called the Prieſts of the li 
wing God, Tappeal to the ſenſes and underſtanding of all mankind, 
whether the Lord God, the Maker, the former, and. the Creator 
of a Maſs Prieft, whom he carries in his Box and Worſhips,: be. a 
living God or no? Nay, according ta the School of the Euchariſt, I 
—_ judged by the very Rats and Mice which often run away 
wn 1m. 


III. The-next thing the Church; or rather the State of England 
is charged with, for it was a Parliament buſineſs at leaſt thirteen 
Years, isthe Execution of Mary Q, of Scors, for Treaſon againſt Q. 
Elizabeth : Wherein-if they did any thing -contrary to Law, and 
the Allegiance due to their then preſent Q. Elizabeth, they are 
chargeable with diſloyalty, otherwiſe not. And whereas this Au- 
thor calls it « Barbarous Murther, and an Execrable Fa#, I would 
deſire him'to ſpeak low, for if the Laws ſhould over-bear him, they 
would call this, *Arraigning the Juſtice of the Nation. And in fay- 
ing that this Fatt was the firſt of the kind, he betrays great Igno- 
rance : he might as «well have faid, that the Emperour Licinize, 
Colleague with Conſtantine the Great, and Q. Foan of Naples, are 
ftill living. And as yet I have never read, that what Conſtantine 
- did in that caſe,, was to the ſcandal and reproach of Chriſtanityp.gr e- 

ven of thoſe Chriſtians who lived under Licinins, and joyned with 
Conſtantine the Great in that Afﬀair. 


But fourthly.I find (which is the Subſtance of the ſixth atid i- 
venth Pages) that the Church of Eng/and might have all her old 
ſcores cleared, and al] her former faults forgotten, and might pals 
for Loyal ſtill, if ſhe would now conſent to rhe Repeal of the Sangui- 
nary Penal Laws, which were purpoſely enatted to maintain the Uſurpa- 
tion of Lucen Elizabeth) and the late impious Teſts. Which puts me 
in mind of the conditions of peace, which the Wolyes ſent tothe 
Sheep.

of Noſes. Bur it ſeems the cauſe of Tranſubſtantiation runs very 
low, when it” muſt be maintained by ſuch Arguments, as hold 


much ſtronger for Pagani/m and for Diana of the Epheſians, whom 


all the Werid worſhipped. The Religion of the Heathens was of a 
larger extent and of longer - ſtanding than Popery, and was main- 
rained by all the learning of Athens and of Ancient Rome, and yer 
we dare be Sworn,that it was a falſe Religion. I think we do not re- 
nounce Tranſubſtantiation upon Oath, bur only by publick De- 
claration and Subſcription ; but if we did, it wauld by no means 
be a raſt Oath, For may not I ſafely ſivear, that there is no 
ſuch Figure as a Square Circle, when the thing involves manifold 
contraditions, and it is plainly demonſtrable that the properties 
of a” Square and of a Circle are utterly Inconſiſtent. Now we 
have a thouſandfold more Evidence, and are able ro make as clear 
proof and demonſtration. of it a thouſand times over, that there 
never was, nor +is, nor can be any ſuch thing as Tranſubſtantia- 
tion, which is nothing elſe but a heap of ContradiCtions, - Abſur- 
dities, and impoſſible Falſhoods. And therefore we have the ſame 
aſſurance that the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation never came

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*nor could came from 'Gad, as we have of this clear and evident

- VI. And now we ateicome tp the concluſion and upſhot of the 
buline, which is in; theſe words... © So that upon the whole-mar- 
« ter the Loyal *Church-of Eng/ond muſt eicher change her old 
* Principles: of ;Loyalty, and take . example by her Catholick 
* Neighbours how*to behave her {elf rowards a Prince-who is not 
« of her perſwaſion ; or ſhe muſt give_-his Majeſty leave nat to 
'* nouriſh a Snake -in his own Boſorne, bur rather-to withdraw his 
* Royal ProtE&tion, which was promiſed upon the account of her 
*. conſtant Fidelity. I wiſh this Author had been more expreſs 
and particular in this Diiemma .and diffifulty, -to which he thinks 
-he hasreduced the Church of England ; either to turn over a new 
leaf, and learn a new leſſon of Loyalty from her Catholick Neigh- 
bours, or elfe to do worſe. For be does not tell.us, which-of.our 
-Catholick Neighbours we 'muſt take example by, whether Mrs. 
Celier, and Mr. Sclater, who .have -both publiſhed -to the World, 
that \they turned Papiſts, that. is, have made themſelves High- 
Traytors, for the improvement of their Loyalry ; or whether 
-werſhould rake :example by this Author himſelf, ro. call Queen - 
lizabeth Baſtard, to Ttidicule en Infall:ble Engliſh Parliament, as he 
.calls it.in Scorn, to Yepraveand vilifie;ſeveral Statutes, which are 
-and will:be:the ſtanding Laws of the Land, till ſuch time as they 
are repealed by A@ af Parliament: And therefore he hasnot been 
fo clear as he -might have been in this point, Which the Church 
of England will hardly trouble her ſelf about, becauſe ſhe likes her 
old Principles of Loyalty very -well, and'is not given to.change, 
but knows when ſhe is well. Inthe mean time this Author tells 
us very plainly, and expreſly enough, that till the-Church of Eng-- 
land change-their old Principles 'of Loyalty and- take example.by 
their Catholick, Neighbours, they are-to be lookt. upon as a Shake 
in his Majeſties Boſome, and cannet:expect to be protefted. Alas ! 
this Gentleman is utterly miſtaken. -For a Legal Eſtabliſhmenc 
has a Righr to a Legal Proteftion, and the King is bound beth by 
His Oath, and by the duty of his Kingly Office to protect the 
Church of land, as it is by Law eſtabliſhed, therefore 
to ta}k.of wit Taning.Prnetiicn from the Church of England, 
4s-to-talk .of removing the Thames to York, :But we are-ſo-much 
uſed to ſuch-empty threatnings .and flaſhes inthe Pan, that we 
know -they will not kill.

Commiſſion will not Revive that Branch of che Statute 1 Eliz, up-, 
on which the High Commiſſion Court was ereCted.. ' And likewiſe 
he ſhould' be told, that a Power given by 'One Stariite, and ta-

But I return to our preſent Author only to. take my leaye of- 
him, which he has done of the Church of England in theſe words : 
« And now let us leave' the Holy Mother Church ar liberty to 
* cofifult whar new Meaſures of Love ſhe ought to take for her 
« own dear Intereſt, and for ought I know jt may be worth her 
& ſerious conſideration. I am in hopes, That this Church of God, 
which be bath purchaſed with his own Bliod , (though this Author be 
pleaſed to trample upon therwich ſo much Scorn' and Inſolence) 
wilt take occaſion, even at an Enemies bidding, ro conſult what 
New Meaſures of Loyalty ſhe ought to take for her on dear Intereſt, 
and for the Intereft- of Poſterity which is much dearer , and-for 
the Everlaſting Intereſt of both , which is deareſt of all, And wi 
humbly and heartily Bewail her Difloyalcy to her great; Lord and 
Maſter, and thoſe many; and great, and open Tranſgrefſions and 
Violations of his moſt” Holy and Righteous Laws. which ate a- 
mongſt us. And O that every member of that Communion. in 
particular would ſpeedily repent, and return to his Duty, and 
perſevere in a courſe of Holy Obedience to his lives end ! This. is 
the Loyalty that is too much wanting in the Church'of England, 
which is due to the Laws of our Blefſed Saviour, who is King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords. As. for her Earthly Lords, They can- 
not charge her with any Diſobedient or Lawleſs carriage towards 
them, or with any "Diſregard to the Laws, unleſs perhaps in 
ſome unwarrantable OfficioW Inſtances, which it would hardly 
be Proper for them to Object againſt her. And to the end thet 
both we and our Children after us may be Better Subjects to 
our Bleffed Lord, than hitherro we have been, I am in hopes

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great Depoſiyr which the Laws have put into her hands, which 
is the only Inſtrument of our Reformaricn, I mean the Engliſh 
Bible. "We are Yer bad now : fu what would become of us, 
if we ſhould; likewiſe be deprived the only means to make. us, 
better ?

Children were ſenc for, and. charged in no wife to meddle any 
more with thoſe very, ſal Scriptures, upon, pain of ſuttgring the 
fame Death with their Parents, What is once made Sh. 3 by 
an Infallible Church, muſt be always, and every-where Herefie, 
though Hereſie indeed is not gvery-where Burning, for want of

For fiſt, 
I hope the 23 of El:zaherh was ſeveral years before the Death of 
the Queen of Scers, and if that Act was not made againſt the Pro- 
celtanc -Diſlenters, they have had the more wrong done them, in 
having been ſince Profecuted upon that Act. Second, He words 
it as if the 35 of E/izabeth came out the next day, or at leaft very 
ſhortly after che Deati of the Queen of Scots ; whereas it was 
not till many years afrer. 3d. Whereas the preſent Church of 
England is upbraived with the 35 Eliz.it isnot beyond the memory 
of Man ſince in this Church a Bill pafled both Houſes of Parliament 
for the Repeal of that Act , but when it came to the Royal Allent, 
the Bill was not to be found, and they ſay there was foul play in 
the lofing of that Bill. But I think the greateſt blot and blunder 
of all isa little above in the, ſame page, in theſe words ; Afrer the 
Dneen of Scots Condemnation, the Parliament Fetition'd for ber Exe- 
cuticn, each Houſe apart; and the Biſhops gave their Reaſons why it 
c7ht ro be. If the Biſhops had Reaſons by it ought to be, then they 
were no Traytors nor Rebels as they are all along branded ; then 
they did not kill che Heir that the Inheritance might be theirs, for that 
we are very ſufe ought not robe. And if their Reaſons are weak 
and Inſufficient, and in effet no Reaſons, why then are they not 
Anſwerd? For the bare mentioning of them without anſwering them, 
willleave a ſuſpicion,in all mens minds,that there is ſomewhat in them 
"which is unanſwerable. And truly this is juſt ſuch another piece of 
work, asa very young and unskilful Conyurer uſes to perform, in 


raiſing what he cannot lay. F 
n 
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In aword, Ido nor ſee one true and cloſe thing in this Paper, 
unleſs it be this, p 3. That the Church of England-men themſelves 
do not Obey their own Canons. Which if they had Obeyes, and 
particularly the 114. Canon, whereby they are bound to preſent 
all Popiſh Recuſants and all that are Popiſhly given, every year; 
They had not this day been troubled with New Teſts and Inſtan- 
ces of their Loyalty : Bur failing in that part of their Loyalcy and. 
Obedience,. they are n:w Queſtioned for all the reſt. However, . 
it is never too late for men to return rq their Duty. 

To conclyde, I would adviſe theſe' Popiſh Scriblers to let the 
Church of Ergland alone, which has both the Truth of God and 
the Laws of the Land on her ſide; and having Heaven and Earti 
on her ſide, all the Powers of Hell cannot prevail againſt her ; 
much leſs is ſhe to be run down by a few Impotent Libels, which 
can never attain their End, nor arrive at their Concluſion, though 
we ſhould grant them all cheir own Premifſes. For ſuppoſing 
Queen Amnns Confeſſion of a Precontract, yet that does not make 
Queen El:zaberh Illegitimate : And ſuppoſing her lllegitimate, and 
only an AZ*t-of-Parliament-Queen, yet that does not make her an 
Unlawfull Queen : And ſuppoſing her an Unlawfull Queen, and 
without a legal Title, and only Queen for the time being, yet 
the Church of England were - not Rebels and Traytors for Aſſiſhng 
her , bur did their true Duty of Allegiance , as is expreſly faid in 
the 11 Hen. 7.C. 1. which ACt was made on purpoſe to fave the 
Peoples Allegiance in that Caſe, who had like to have been Ruin- 
ed bur a little before, by the croſs Pretenſions and Alternately. 
prevailing Titles of Tork and Lancaſter. Nay to go farther, ſuppoſing 
that. Queen Eliz«beth was an Uſurper, and the Church of England 
over and above Tray tors and Rebels, and thereupon all the Laws 
made in her time of no Authority ; (for that I know is the point that 
they would beat, and the only meaning of all this Scurrility poured 
forth upon that Queen and her Clergy) yet ſtill they would loſe 
their Aim; thoſe Laws having been confirmed. ia ſo many Parlia- 
ments hnce, and by ſuch Princes, as now they lift not to-bark ar : 
Though heretofore the Jeſuite Parſons in his Book of the Succeſſion, 
under the Name of Doleman, ſhewed himſelf and his Fraternity to 
be as much Devoted to K. Famer's Title, as this Author is now to 
Q: Elizabeths. In ſhort, being nothing is to be gotten by Railing a- 
gainſt Q. E/zzaberh, and by making her legitimate, they may aswell 
let her reſt in Peace, or paſs for Legitimate: And they may fave the. 
foul ſpittle they are daily cafting upon her, which will ſerve much

Eonoured Sir, 


TY HE next Parliament being that by which the Hopes or 

Fears of the Nation are 1n a great meaſure to be deter- 

mined, and your Intereſt being conliderable enough to 

make you a Member of it, give me leave to ſend you 

theſe Con'idcrations on the preſent ſtate of Aﬀairs; Let not, I bc- 

ſeech you, your being placed in ſo High a Polt,” make you neglect 

any Information you m ay receive from a Perſon, though of an infe- 

riour ſtation. He that is near the Sun, does indeed partake of moſt 

warmth ; but he may have a more advantageous proſpect of things 
that lies at a convenient diſtance. 

Sir, I doubt not bur you. will be one of thoſe, who will ſhortly re- 
preſent a Nation, whereof, by a moderate computation, at leaſt T'wa 
Hundred parts are Proteſtants ; ; and (whatever your concern may be 
at another time for any particular diviſion of them) tis a care of the 
Religion 1n general I now inculcate to you. I am ſure that, whatever 
Glofles arc put upon things, whether you will conſent that Popery 
ſhall come in, is the truth of the Queſtion ; and the preſent Scene of 
Aﬀairs is laid in too much Sun, to make us either not ſee the Delign, 
Or nor ſuſpect the Contrivance. 

We know that pairing of our Nails and Claws, Rooting out the 
Sangumary Laws , and humbling the Church of England, are the

witty Sarcaſms of every Phamphlet : But if we conſider that there is 
a Church in the World: 'That doth both teach and praftiſe fuch 
Cruekties, to which the utmoſt ſeverities of our Penal I aws are in- 
deed, in comparifon, but ſcratching ; we ſhall find that theſe Laws 
are only Defenſive weapons : And that they were never enacted with- 
out reaſon, nor practiſed without Provocation. And upon that con- 
fideration, it is as unreaſonable a requeſt at this time to take them off, 
as it would be to deſire the Hollanders to dig down thoſe Banks that 
ſtop an Inundation. 

Not to give you a view of Popery in ſpeculation ; ſuch as, That 
there is no Faith to be kept with Hereticks : That the Pope may Ab- 
folve Subs from their Allegiance to their Natural Prince : That 
Heretical Princes may be ſlain by their Subjets, and the like ; (though 
theſe have been too ſolemnly eſtabliſhed, not to be con{idered,) we 
have overt as enough to juſtite our apprehenſions. We cannot 
chuſe but remember a Reign wherein our Religion had very little 
quarter ; the Gunpowder Plot was laid roo deep to be ſo ſoon forgot- 
ten ; and ſome Centuries muſt paſs, before they can wipe off the ſtains 
of the I;þ Maſſacre : Nay, though the belief of m_ and «he like 
Cruelties may be objected againſt, as being built e Uncertainty 
of Traditions , _—_ have late and ville ah to refreſh our 
Memories : We have every day at our doors living Monuments of In- 
humanity, that warn'us to prevent our own, by their Misfortunes ; 
and that plainly ſhew to us, that the circumſtances of their Suffcrings, 
deſerve as well our Care as Compaſſion. 

As for the Pena! Laws, I dare ſay they were deſigned for the ſecu- 
rity of the Goverament ; but if the King and Parliament think other- 
wiſe, (though I confeſs the debate about them two, may prudentally 
be referred to another ſeaſon) IEenvy no man the Liberty of his Con- 
ſcience : Butthe TEST (the repealing of which is expeCted will 
be the merit of the late Indulgence) will certainly admit of a farther 
conſideration : 'The wiſdom of that Parliament that enacted theſe Laws, 
thought then they were great Securities to-our Religion againſt Popery ; 
and I cannot perceive any fuch favourable aſpeRts, that at this time may 
render them the leſs neceſſary. "Theſe Laws cannot be pretended to. 
affe&t any Man's Conſcience,. unleſs our Preferments make the ſcruple ; 
and if fo, we ſhall find this Indulgence to be a very hard bargain, 
when for the liberty of a Barn, we ſhall grve them A our 

| Churches. 
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Churches, We muſt conſider that the conſequence of this R 

will be no lefs ; for if Mandates (as be furethey will) be liberally di- 
ſiributed, what Patron can deny to Preſent, or Biſhop refuſe Admion? 
And indeed we ſhall leave them but a very indifferent excuſe ; when 
they can return no other reaſon for not complying with the King, but 
becauſe the Perſon he recommends, ig of his own Religion. 

If by the preſent diſtribution of Offices, both Civil and Military, 
we ta no reaſon, after this Repeal, to ſuſpect atleaſt a proportiona- 
ble ſhare in the favour of the Government; the requett would be 
ſomething plauſible ; but {nce by comparing of things, we may 
rationally gueſs, that the Papiits, by this advantage, do not only delign 
to partake of, but engroſs the Pretermenrs; we mult enevitably con- 
clude, That fo tame a re{1gnation of our Offices and other Places, into 
the hands of thoſe, who by faral experience have ſhewed us what uſe 
they will make of them, will be too generous and dangerous a Com- 
plement art this time to be offered. 

Nay, *tis a little too much upbraiding our own Loyalty, to take off 
theſe Laws at this juncture, as if the Proteſtants either would not, or 
could not diſcharge all Places of 'Trult, without the addition of Popiſh 
Services, We were able to bring the King to the Throne, and 

reſerve him in it without their aſhſtence ; and if on the ſudden they 
Rn ſo neceſſary, we muſt have leave to believe, that there is ſome 
extraordinary work to be done, that Proteſtant hands are too unhal- 
lowed for the undertaking, 

I ſhould imagine, that before you think of repealing the Teſts 
the debate would be moſt natural to enquire whether they are now in 
being ; and to conſider whether the Acts of a King ſolemnly ratified 
in Parliment, are not a little too venerable to be made bold with, and 
diſpenſed by every indigent Officer. Your Liberties and Privileges 
will be ſo cloſely interwoven with thoſe of your Predeceflors, that not 
to be concerned for the breach of theirs, will be in the event to ne- 
gle your own : So that when this Drudgery is over, and ſhall be 
' thought uſeleſs, if upon other occaſions the plain meaning of your Atts 

ſhould be wreſted by the Ignorance or Knavery of the Interpreters ; 
you will have no right hereafter to lain of the Wrong, though 
never ſo fatal, ſince you your ſelves tacitly admit of fo partual a Prece- 
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. Pefore you admit Papiſts into Publick Employments, you will ſure- 
ly conlider the conſequences of it farther than His preſent Majeſties 
ſervices ; and though their Loyalty may be thought Sgearing m this 
Reign, you will no doubt harkcn to rhe reaſons that may be given to 
fuſpeCt it in the next. In the Council of Rome under G-egory the 72h, 
in the 3d and 4th Councils of Laterona under Alexander the 3d, and 
Innocent the 3d, in the Council of Ly91s, under Iznocene the 4th, and in 
thar of Conſtance under Martin the 5th, it was eſtabliſhed, 'I'hat the 
Pope hath Power to depole Princes, and ablolve Subjects . from their 
Oaths of Allegiance, 'That Heretical Princes ſhall be depoſed , as was 
actually practiſed upon the Emperor Frederick the 2d. 'T'o name no 
more, theſe are ſuch indilpenſible ties they lie under to deſtroy us, that 
we ſhould be unpardonable, it we expoſe the Royal Perſon we have 

1n view for the next Succeifion tothe danger of fuch aſtoniſhing Ana- 
themas. | 
And theſe are fo far from being groundleſs ſuggeſtions, that we 
fhould be raw in our own Hiſtory, it we cannot produce Copies that 
have been faithfully tranſcribed from the fatat Originals: Pope Prus 
the Ninth's Bull again!t Queen Elizabeth was too publickly expoſed not 
to be raken notice” of : In it he by his Power. Apoſtolical declares the 
Queen a Heretick ; - her felf and-all her adherents to be Excommunica- 
ted and Anarhematized ; he deprives her of all her Domintons , and 
abſolves her Subjects from any Oaths of Allegiance they had ſworn to 
her, and forbids them under the penalty of an An tema to pay act of 
obedience to her, Thus as a Heretick and an Ufurper was ſhe left to 
the rage of the whole Party'; ; and though: they thought efvelty ar 
that time n0&t to be'fo adviſeable ; yot they 'were forced to make their 
want of frength to be an Apology to excuſe their goo nature. fn 
ſuch a caſe indeed we hind the- moſt favourable of their! Cafuills, ro 
allow that the zeal and intention of Carh-olicks to root out Herelie, 1s 
fufticjent where- Hereticks are +50 prevailing, | 

'Fo this let us'add. (ag it" niore nearly/attect us) the Bull of Clement 
the Fight, 'towards the cloſe of that Queens Reign, in which it pro- 
vided, - 'That- when it ſhould happen that Miſerable H/oman (as the 
Pope's - Phraſe is - ({hould dye, that they ſhould admut none to the 
Crown, * Quamumcumgue propinquitate Sanguinis niterentur, niſi ejuſnwdi 
efſent qua fidem Cathalicam non modo tolerarent, ſed omni ope ac © ſtudzo pro- 
moverent, © more Majo:um jurejurando ſe id preſtituros ſuſciperent, NC. 
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though never ſo nearly allied to it by bloud, unles they would not only 
tolerate the Catholick Religion, but promote it by all their force and 
endeavour, and according to ancient Cuſtome would by Oath undertake 
to perform the fame, Which Bull had an immediate reference to 
King Fames the Firlt, and was intended to prevent him in his Claim 
to the Crown, which he was then the Heir to, 

If then men are jultly moved. by examples ; and that fear is fo far 
from being a weakneſs, that'tis commendable when well grounded ; 
we muſt be inexcuſably ſtupid, it we do not look about us when we 
have inſtances before us thar are fo freſh and fagrant : We mult ſhame- 
fully overlook all the tranſactions of Eurepe, if the danger of Popery 
at this time make no imprethon. By all that we can oblerve their hopes 
of Eitabliſhing their Religion ſeem to be warm and vigorous ; and 
though their Opportunity leem to be ſhort,rheir Methods are quick and 
ſurpriling Deſpairing to reduce us by common pollicy of 'Time and Per- 
ſualion, When they have got the Power into their hands, we mult 
expect to ſurrender upon ditcretion: A Heretick no more than a Re- 
bcl is allowed the privilege of capitulating: Our Laws are like Samp/on's 
hair, the cutting of them off will reduce us to a ſtate of weakneſs ; 
and 1am afraid we ſhall find ir too late to lament the 1f5 of our 
{lrengrh, when the —"_ arc Upon Us. 

Men, it they pleafe, 1nay harangue upon the Liberty we enjoy, and 
the Security we are pronuted ; and plaulibly inſinuare that a Cloud 
no bigger than a man's hand can never be improved into a Tempelt ; 
but for all that, matter of tat and daily obſervations are evidences to 
clear to bebaffled ; we cannot bring our ſenſe and reaſon to ſuch a re- 
hgnation, as to believe that Popery has no mind to be uppermolt ; the 
Deſign is too plain to be palliated ; and I could reckon up ſeveral 
circumſtances to prove it, did it not engage me to reflect upon fome 
things, that arc too tender to be mentioned. ' 

'I'he great Pains that the Papiſts take to. ſollicite Votes for repea- 
ling the Telts, is a full conviction to me that the Proteſtants have no 
finall intereſt in the m; and therefore we ought no-more to be perſuaded 
by them out of our Laws, than a man ought to give up his Weapon 
to an Adveriary, [rom whom he is to expect.no quarter when he 18 ta- 
ken. If the Papitts had no other am by this intrigue, but. (as they 
would make us believe) .a Liberty to enjoy, all Civil Offices: in common 
with other Subjects , their Number.in the, Kingdom is fo inconſidera- 
ble 
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ble that the advantage they could propeſe to themſelves from this Li- 
berty, would not be worth the labour of procuring it: the Teſts lay 
no Task upon them but that one of being quiet, and minding their 
own buſineſs; they are excuſed from ſerving the Offices of Sheriffs, 
and being return'd upon Juries, and theſe have never been looked 
upon as advantages to be canyaſled. Nay, fuppoling their promiſe 
of not interrupting our Religion, to be in earneit, the vitible interett 
we arc like to have in the next Reign, would engage them under 
their preſent advantage to be obliged ; and inſtead of making us jealous 
for our Religion by taking oft our Laws, would willingly conſeat to 
any farther Securities that could be demanded : So that upon the 
whole we mult conclude, 'That giving up our Laws is notfafe, though 
it might be Civil: A generous Adverſary will ſcorn to defire any thing 
that looks like undermining, and therefore if any one would per- 
ſuade u8 to diſmiſs our ſecurity and ſtrength, we ought to ſuſfz2ct that 
he deſigns to make advantage of our weaknels. 


The only Objeftion againſt the Telts that I ever yer met with, is,That they 
are natural, in depriving Subjefts of their natural right of ſerving their King 
and Countrey, But this Oljeflion is ſo vain and ſpeculative, that ſurely it 
would have ne'er been offered, but by thoſe men who in all their other dealings 
with us , have ſhewea themſelves more apt to impoſe upon the underſtanding 
than convince it : For what is more common in all Governments whatſoever 
than certain Conditions required to qualifie men for publick, Employments ? 
And in our own Nation what are thoſe degrees that capacitate men both for 
the Bar and Pulpit, but ſo many Humane Laivs that exclude all others from 
the like advantages ? 

Indeed a Reverend Perſon has lately endeavoured to firengthen this ObjeRion 
by the addition of three more : I ſhall only briefly repeat them to you, and leave 
both the Authour and his Reaſons to the iſſue of a ſtriter Exammation. 

The faſt Reaſen is, That the Teft ought to be abrogated, becauſe of its 
diſhonourable Birth and Originall, it being the Firſt Born of Oates's Plot and 
brought forth on purpoſe to give Credit and Reputation to the Perjury. 

Nox let us ſuppoſe that the Plot was Oatelian, and that the whole of it was 
a perfeft bnpoſture, yet why mnſt the Teſt ſuffer for theſe miſcarriages ? the 
worſt times generally give birth to the beſt Laws, and if this Law be at this 
ame thought reaſonable, ( I may ſay neceſſary ) what need we enquire into the 
occaſion of its making ? A Law may be continued for better, and perhaps juſter 


reaſons, 
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reaſons, than thoſe for which it was firſt Enafied, Indeed "tir ill manners to 
fall foul upon any thing for the faults of its ProduRtion ;, the refleftion would 
come home to bim ; far even ſome men have been ſo unhappy in their Extrafli- 
on that they would deſerve but litt'e eſteem, if che Blemiſhes of their birth were 
always to be remembred. 


His ſecond Reaſon, Why the Teſt out to be abrogated, is, Becauſe 
of the incompetent Authority by which the Law was EneCted ; it isa 
Law of an Eccleſtaſticall Nature, made without the Authority of the 
Church, contrary to the praCtice of the Chriſtian World in all 
Ages, &c. : 

Tho by this Argument againſt the Teft, this Reverend Authour 
might have impoſed upon us as to the practice of other Countries in 
Laws of the like nature; yet if he thought to delude us in the 
Cuſtoms of our own Nation, he ought at leaſt to have timed his Rea- 
ſons fo well, as not to have publiſhed them in the ſame Gazette, where- 
in there is an eminent inſtant againſt him. We read there an Order 
made by nine men, whereof {1x are Lay-men ( furely a much inferi- 
our Authority to that by which the 'Teſt was Enacted ) whereby fe- 
ven and twenty men of as liberal Education as any of their Succeflors, 
are made uncapable of being admitted into any Eccleſiaſtical Promo- 
tion, or receiving Holy Orders : If any thing be of an Eccleliaſticall 
nature, ſurely receiving Holy Orders is : I am fure it has been longer 
m the Church than Tray/ul/tantiation. In ſhortythis Argument through 
the whole courſe of it, is a lizle too ſevere the Honaurable Per- 
fons rkat made the Order : and, whatever other men might think of 
their proceedings, it was unpardynable in him to reflect upon a Court, 
by whoſe Authority he now enjoys the beſt part of his ſuſtenance : 
ſo that muſt either forſake his Argument, or leave his place: and 
when he is left to ſuch an calie choice, *tis no hard matter ro gueſs 
which wall be firſt relmquiſhcd. 

The laſt Reaſon he brings againſt the Teſt is, Becauſe of the un- 
certainty and falſhoed of the matters contained in the Declaration it 
RIF : as firſt, "That there is no Tranſubtantiation in the Sacrament of our 
Saviour's Body and Bloud. And 24, "That the Invocation of Saints, 
and Mother of God, is Idolatry. 

In handling of theſe points, which makes up a formal "Treatiſe for

[ rhen, Sir, you thould confent to re peal the Teſts, I beſcech you to 
conſider what perſons you would difoblige by fo fatall a condeſcention : 
As for the Diflenters, 1 hope by this time they arc * generally convinced 
thar our Dangers are equall, and that therefore we ought to join fur 
our common lecur ty. Proteſtants of all forts are incli ded i in the ſame 
tentence denounced again{t Hereticks: and if at this time there areſome 
Acts of Kindneſs extended to fome divitons of them, they muſt look 
upon it no more than repricving of one Malefactour for the Execution 
ot another. 

The Diffenters have been always apprehenſive of Popery, even 
when ir lay ut tarther diſtance ; and furcly they cannor now be fo un- 
reaſon: ably courageous as to fear no danger when the Leprolie does not 
only tick to our AV alls, but 13 come into ozr very Houtes ; they ought 
not to dwell fo much upon their preſent Eaſe, as to neglect all furure 
SCCUritics, and to be 37 pun; ot their tclicity during this Politick 
« eſlarion, asnot carefully ro diſtinguiſh betwixt a ſhort Truce, and a 

p2rpetual Allance, [f 
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If they think that their endeavours in repealing the Teſts, will ſe- 
cure them a laſting intereſt in the Papiſts ; it will require no great 
fore. ſight in Aﬀairs to tell them that they will be miſtaken ; for if it 
were in the nature of Popery to return kindnefſes , the Church of 
England-Men have laid in a ſtock that ſeemed to be inexhauſtible ; but 
we fee, that as ſoon as they began co put a ſtop to Popery, their vigo- 
rous oppoſing the Bill of Exclulion, and the Rebellion in the 17 were 
ſoon forgotten ; as if their Services and other mens Faults had been 
put inthe fame Act of Oblivion. | 

But for once we will ſuppoſe that Popery is not ungratetull , and 
that whatſoever becomes of the Church of Eng/and, their promiſes to 
the Diflenters ſhall be unalterable : yet this will not juitihe the 1 VNifien- 
ters for engaging in any concern that may advance the Popilh Intere:! ; 
for all Proteſtants abroad (who caſt a diligent Eye upon our preſent © :r- 
cumſtances) mult rake offence at fo unſeatonable an Alltance ; and the: 
who have ſo ſeverely felt fuch contrary etteCts of PopichT ower,will have 
no reaſon to think well of thoſe, who will now contribute to advance t: : 
So that the Diflenters cannot join with the Papiſts without ſcancal, 
though they might doe it with ſecurity ; it would make all difteren: 
men fall in the opinion they had conceived of their Wiſdom and Integri- 
ty ; and by fo unskilfull a management of their preſent Eaſe they would 
loſe all the pity and compaſſion, which their former Sufferings and ex- 
torted. 

"T's indeed obſerved,that His Majeſties late Declaration has raited in 
ſome of the Diflenters, an.unuſual atfetion for the contrivers of it, bur 
tothe moſt thinking men of all tides, the publiſhing of this Iaſtrumenr 
was ſo far from being a ſurprize, that they wondred they had not ſeen ir 
ſooner ; for Toleration is fo far from being any new contrivance to un- 
dermine our Religion, that 'tis a juggle that has been long ago detected : 
And therefore 'rwere worth while for the molt ſerious ot the 1i flenters, 
to adviſe the reſt not to be carried too far by theſe ſudden heats ; and 
not to enter into Covenants upon the merit of fuch a ſlender engage- 
ment,before they have truly examined the conditions of it on their ide, 
and have taken time to conl;zder, whether the kindnefles expreſled in ir 
are real or only acted. Not to make an Eſtimate of what they are to 
expect fromthis Indulgence,by the pertormance of that ſhort Paragraph 
in it that relates to the Church of England, 1 would have them conlider 
that this ſo much celebrated Liberty is only in matters of mere Religion ; 
by this Politick Reſerve this Liberty is not ſo extenlive as ſome may ima» 
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gine ; for upon the firlt falſe ſtep the Difſenters make in gn $0 
Popery,how eafie.will it be to reduce them to the ſtate of fuftering : *T'is 
but racking ſome pretended matrers of State to their moſt innocentAſſem. 
blies,and then if for their defence they repreſent their Caſe never ſo mere- 
ly religious, their Adverfaries,who will be fure to oppoſe theirPlea,will take 
care that it ſhall not be received under fo advantageous an abſtraction. 

And the Diſſenters cannot ſtand fo much in their own light,as not to 
ſee from what {ide they are to expect the molt laſting ſecurity. Prote- 
ſtants of all forts are now happily brought to a better underſtanding of 
one another;they may'eaſily prevent all tuture diſputes,{ince they plainly 
fee from whence their divition cometh. - In ſhort, all things tend to a 
moſt amicable Accommodation, unleſs ſome men be brought over by roo 
plauſible a pretence of a little preſent eaſe, to involve themſelves and o- 
thers ina rever{.on of Sufterings. | 

It may not be amiſs, to conlider what perſons are now retained Advo- 
cates for repealing our Laws, and to examinea little the complexion of 
the men, before we are prevailed upon by their Arguments. 'The Papers 
that daily come about,are drawn up either by known Papilts, or chiefly 
{ch men, who Fave givea all the reafon in the World to ſuſpect that 
their labours are mercenary. , 'They'who were not long fince the great 
Sticklers for Property, are now become the Darlings of Prerogative;the 
Packet of Advice from Rome” is now improved into a cloſer correſpon- 
dence; to ſerve thepreſent turn, they ſhametully contradict all they for- 
merly had written, and call themfelves Rogues perhaps for the only 
actions of their lives that men hath reaſon to believe them honeſt. 

To conclude, our Laws are the only humane fipport we have for 
our ſelves,our Liberties,and our Religion,and as long as our Title to theſe 
is continued, whatever our preſent ſtate, may be, we need not doubt of a 
favourable reverlion. Nevertheleſs, our care for our Religion, fhall-not 
make us forget our duty to our King : and if at any time we cannot obey 
his Commands,we {hall,] hope,convince the World.thart it is not our fault 
but our misfortune : for we have nat yet learned: implicit obedience et- 
ther in.Church or State; as the Scriptures are vur Kule in the one, {0 
are our Laws vur directions in the other ; and as long as we farmly 
keep ta theſe meaſures of our obedience to God and the King, we ſhall 
not be afiraid to loſe the Character of good-C hrifttans,or wood dubjects.

Receiv'd yours of the 2.oth. of Fune laſt, and am very glad 

to hear of your good Succeſs, and that our party gains Ground 

ſo faſt in England. But concerning the Queſtion you have put 

to me, that is, What is the beſt courſe to be taken to Root out 

all the Hereticks ? To which, 1 anſwer: There are divers ways to 
doe that, but we muſt confider which is the beſt to make uſe of in Eng- 
land; 1 am fure you are not ignorant how many thouſand Hereticks we 
have in France, by the Power of our Dragoons, Converted in the ſpace of 
one year ; and by the Doctrine of thoſe booted Apoſtles, Turned more 
in one month than Chriſt and his Apoſtles could in ten years.” This is 2 
moſt Excellent Method, and far excels thoſe of the greae Preachers and 
E 2 Teachar's 
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Teachers, that have lived ſince Chriſt's time : But Ihave ſpoke with di- 
vers Fathers of our Society, who do think that your King is not ſtrong e- 
20ugh to accompliſh his Deſign by ſuch kind of force, fo that we can- 
"ot expect to have our Work done in that manner; for the Herericks 
ate too ſtrong in the three Kingdoms, and therefore we mult ſeek to 
Convert them by fair means, before we fall upon them with Fire, 
$word, Halters, Gaols, and other ſuch like Puniſhments : And therefore, 
[ can give you no better Advice than to begin with ſoft, eaſie means ; 
wheedle them'in by promiſes of Profit, and Offices of Honour, till you have 
made them dip themſelves in 'Treafonable Actions, againſt the Laws 
Eſtabliſhed, and then they are bound to ſerve for fear. When they 
have done thus, turn them out, and ſerve others fo, by putting them 
in their - Places ; and by this way, gain as many as you can. And 
tor the Herezicks, that are in places of Proht and Honour, turn there 
out, or ſuſpend them on pretence of Mzisbehaviour, by which their pla- 
ces are forteit, and they ſubject to what Judgment you pleaſe to give 
upon them. Then you muſt form a Camp, that muit confiſt of none 
but Catholicks, this will make the Hereticks heartleſs, and conclude all 
means of Relief and Recovery is gone. Andlaſtly, take the ſhort 
and the beſt way, which is to ſurprize the Hereticks on a ſudden; and 
to encourage the Zealous Cathelicks, let them Sacrifice them all, and waſh 
ther Hands in their Bloud, which will be an acceptable Offering to God. 
And this was the Method I took in France, which hath well, you ſee, 
ſicceeded, but ir coſt me many threats and promiſes, before I could 
bring it thus far, our King being a long time very unwilling : 
Pur at laſt, I gothim on the Hip ; for he had lain with his Daugh- 
ter-i-Law, for which I could by no means give him Abſo/ution, till- he 
-had given me an bIytr:ment, under his own Hand-and Seal, to Sacr;- 
fice all the Hereticks in one day. Now as ſoon as I had my deſired Com- 
miſſin, I appointed the day when this ſhould be done, and In the 
mean time, mad ready ſome thouſands of Letters, to be ſent into all 
parts of France in one Poſt Night, 1 was never better pleaſed than that 
z1me, but the-Ring was affected. with ſome compaihon for the Hugo 
:.0:s, becauſe they had been a nieans to bring him to his Crown and 
Yrone ; and the longer he was under it the more ſorrowfull he was, 
piten complaining, and dcliring me to give him his Commiſſion again, 
but that T would by no'perſualtzon doe,; 'adviling him to repent of that 
kcinous bn; and allo telling him, , that the trouble and horrour of his 
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Spirit did not proceed from any thing of Evil in thoſe things that 
were to be done, but from that great wickedneſs which he had done ; 
and that he mult reſolve to undergo the ſevere burthen of a troubled 
mind for one of them or th2 other ; and if he would remain farizhed as 
it was, his Sin being forgiven, there would in few days, be a perfect 
atonement made for it, and he perfeftly reconciled ro God again: But 
all this would not pacihe him, for the longer the more reſtleſs ; and 
therefore I ordered him to retire to his Cloſet, and there ſpend his 
time conſtantly in Prayer, without permitting any one to interrupt 
him; and this was in the morning early, when the evening following 
I wasto ſend away all my Letters, 1 did indeed make the more haſte, 
for fear he ſhould diſcloſe it to any body, yet I had given him a ſtrict 
charge to keep it to himſelf, and the very thing that I moſt feaxed, 
to my great ſorrow, came to paſs ; for jult in the nick of time, rhe 
Devil, who hath always his Inſtruments at work, ſent the Prince of 
Conde to the Court, who asked for the Kimg ; he was told that he was 
in his Cloſet, and would ſpeak with no man; he impudently anſwered, 
That he muſt, and would ſpeak, with him, and ſo went directly to his 
Cloſet ; he being a great Peer, no man durſt hinder him. And being 
come to the Kjng, he ſoon perceived by his Countenance that he was 
under ſome great trouble ot mind, for hg looked as if he had been go- 
ing into the other World immedately. Sir, faid he, Fat is the mat- 
ter with you? "The King at firlt retuſed to tell him, bur he preſſing 
harder upon him, at lalt, the King, with a forrowfull complaint, bur{t 
out, and faid, I have given Father La Chaiſe a Commiſſion under my orwn 
Hand, to Murther all the Hugonots in-one day, and this Evening will the 
Letters be diſpatch'd to all Parts by the Poft, for the performing it ;, {a that 
there is but ſmall time for my Hugonot Subjefts to live, who have never done 
we any harm: W hereupon this curſed Rogue anſwered, Let him give 
you your Commithon again : The King ſaid, How ſhall I get it out of his 
hand, for if I ſend to him for it, he will refuſe to ſend it 2 "This Devil an- 
ſwered, If your Majeſty will give me order, I will quickly make him return it : 
The King was ſoon perſuaded, being willing to give caſe to his trou- 
bled Spirit, and faid, el, go then, and break bis Neck, if he will not give 
it you; Whereupon, this Son of the Devil, went to the Poſt-Houſle, 
and asked if I had not a great number of Letters there, and they ſaid, 
Yes, more than I had ſent thither in a whole year before ; then, faid 
the Prince, | Ry Order from che King, you muſt deliver them all to me ; + 
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which they durit not deny, for they knew well enough who he was. 
And no ſooner had he got into the Poſt-Houſe, and had asked theſe 
Queſtions, but I came allo in after him, to give order to the Poſt- 
Maſter, to give notice to all thoſe under him, in the ſeveral parts of 
the Kingdom, that they ſhould take care to deliver my Letters with 
all ſpeed imaginable. But I wasno ſooner entred the Houſe, but he 
gave his Servants order ro ſecure the Door, and {aid conhdently to me, 
Tou miuſt,, by Order from the Knig, give me the Commiſſion whish you have 
forced from him : I told him 1 had it not 4b0ut me, but I would go and 
fetch it, thinking to get from him, and {6 go out of Town, and ſend 
the Contents of thoſe Letters another time ; bur he faid, Jumnſt give 
it me, and if you have it not about you, ſend ſome body to fetch it, or elſe never 
expett to go alive ot of my hands, for I have an Order from the King, either to 
bring it er break your Neck, : And I am reſolved either tocarry that back to hins 
im my hand, or your Hearts Blo:1d upon the point ef my Sword, I would have 
made my eſcape, bur he ſet his Ford to my Breaſt, and ſaid, ou muſt 
eve it me or die, therefers deliver it, or elſe this goes through your Body. 

So when I faw nothing elſe would doe, 1 put my Hand in my Poc- 
ket and gave ithim. Which he carried immediately to the King, and 
gave him that and all my Letters, which they burat: And being all 
done, the Kzrg ſaid, Now his Heart was at eaſe ; now how he ſhould be 
eaſed by the Devil, or ſo well fatished with a falſe Joy I cannot tell : 
But this I know, that it was a very Wicked and Ungodly Attion, as 
well in his Majeſty as the Prince of Conde, and did not a little increaſe the 
| burthen and danger of his Majeſty's Sins. I ſoon gave an account of 
this Aﬀeair to ſeveral Fathers of our Society, who promiſed to doe their beſt 
to prevent the aforeſaid Prince doing ſuch another aft ; which was ac- 
cordingly done, for within the ſpace of fix days after the damned ACti- 
on he was Poyſoned, and well be deſerved it. "The King alfo did ſuffer 
roo, but in another faſhion, for diſcloſing the Deſign to the Prince, 
and hearkening to his Council. And many a time ſince, when I have 
had him at Confeſſion, I have ſhook Hell about his Ears and made 
him ſigh, fear, and tremble, before I would give him Abſolution ; 
Nay, more than that, I have made him beg for it on his Knees, be- 
fore I would conſent to abſolve him. By this, I faw that he had ſtill 
an Inclination to me, and was willing to be under my Government, 
{o I ſet the bafeneſs of the Atftion before him, by _ the whole 
ſtory, and how wicked it was ; and that ir could not be forgiven - 
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he had done ſome good Action to ballance that, and expiate the Crime. 
Whereupon, he at laſt asked me what he muſt doe ? I told him, that 
he muſt rout out all the Herezicky from his Kingdom : So, when he 
faw there was no reſt for him without doing it, he did again give them 
all into the Power of me and our Clergy, under this Condition, That 
we would not Murther them, as he had before given orders, but that we 
ſhould by fair means, or force, Convert them to the Catholick Religion ; 
to which end, he gave us his Dragoons to be at our Devotion and Ser- 
vice, that we mighe uſe them as we ſaw convenient, to Convert them 
to the true Religion. Now when we had got the Commiſſion, we 
preſently pur it in Praftice, and what the iſſue of it hath been, you ve- 
ry well know. But now in England, the work cannot be done after 
this manner, as you may perceive by what I have faid to you, fo that 
I cannot give you better Council, than to take that courſe in hand 
wherein we were ſo unhappily prevented ; and I doubt not, but that 
it may have better ſucceſs with you than with us. 

I would-write to you of many other things, but I fear I have al- 
ready detained you too long ; wherefore I ſhall wrize no more at pre- 
ſent, but that I am,
